w'ho,  with  nothing  to  liope  for  from  the  Crown,  were  preimred  to  face 
the  most  l)ruta]  mob  violence  and  the  invectives  of  a  scurribus  press, 
to  risk  their  fortunes,  their  reputations,  and  even  theii'  Hxcs,  to  avert 
civil  war  a?id  ultimate  separation.  .Most  of  them  ended  their  days  in 
pi)\-erty  and  exile,  and  as  the  supporters  of  a  beaten  cause,  history 
has  paid  a  scanty  tribute  to  their  memory;  but  they  composed  some 
of  the  best  and  ablest  men  .America  has  ever  produced,  and  they  were 
contending  foi-  an  ideal  which  was  at  least  as  worthy  as  that  for 
which  Washington  fought.  The  maintenance  of  one  free,  industrial 
and  pacific  Empire,  comprising  the  whole  of  the  English  race,  may 
have  been  a  dream,  but  it  was  at  least  i\  noble  one." — Prof.  Le'-ky,

PREFACE. 


Tlic  exact  nrv/u\  of  tln'  name  "  irnited  Einpiiv  Loyalists,"'  api)iic(l 
to  those  persons  who  iviiiained  faithful  to  the  British  Crown  duriri" 
and  after  the  Ivevohitionarv  War  in  America  is  involved  in  some 
obscurity.  The  earliest  available  record  states  that,  at  the  su<,f,i,'estion 
of  General  (hi'^o,  a  number  of  loyal  persons  met  to^^ether  in  Boston, 
on  October  28th,  17";"),  and  formed  a  society  called  "The  Loyalist 
Associators  desiring  tlH>  Unity  of  the  Empire." 

Some  time  after  the  peace,  on  Monday,  *)th  Noxcmber,  ITSiJ,  tiiere 
met  at  the  Co^ncil  Chamber  at  Quebec,  under  the  i>residency  of  Lord 
Dorcljester,  the  Go\(.rnor-General,  the  Privy  Council  for  Canada.  The 
Minutes  of  Council  states  :  "His  Lordshij>  intimated  to  the  Council 
that  i^  remained  a  question  u[)on  the  late  regulation  for  the  disjiositiim 
of  th(>  waste  lands  of  the  Crown,  whether  the  Boards  constituted  foi- 
that  |uirp;)se  were  authorized  to  make  locations  to  the  sons  (»f  Loyal- 
ists on  their  coming  of  full  age,  anrl  that  it  was  his  wish  to  put  a 
mark  of  honor  upon  the  families  who  had  adhered  to  the  unity 
of  the  Empire,  and  joined  the  lloyal  Staiidai-d  in  America  bt^foi-e  the 
Treaty  of  Separation  in  the  yeai'  17S;i. 

The  Council  concurring  with  his  Lordship,  it  is  accofdinglv  (.r- 
■dered  :  — 

"That  the  several  Land  Boai'ds  take  course  for  preser\ini,'  a  i-etjis- 
try  of  the  names  of  all\  i)ers(jns  falling  undi'r  the  description  afore- 
mentioned, to  the  end  tli^at^  their  posterity  may  be  discriminated  from 
future  settlers,  in  the  Parish  Registers  .and  {{oils  of  the  Militia  of 
their  respective  districts  and  other  public  ivmembrancers  of  the 
Province,  as  prop;'r  objects  by  their  persevering  in  the  fidelity  and 
conduct  so  honorable  to  their  ancestors,  for  distinguisherl  beneiits 
and  i)i'ivileges. 

"  And  it  is  als;)  ordered  that  the  said  Land  IJoards  may  in  every 
case  i)ro\ide  not  only  for  the  sons  of  those  Loyalists  as  they  arriv(>  to 
full  age,  but  for  their  daughters  also  of  that  age,  or  on  their  marriage, 
assigning  to  each  a  lot  of  two  hundred  aci'es,  more  or  h^ss;  jirovided, 
nevertlieless,  that  they  respectively  comply  with  th(>  general  regula- 
tions, and  that  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear  that   there  has  been  no 


.Ict'iuilt  in  the  due  ciiltivjit ioii  ;uu\  inipruvcnicnt  i>t'  tlic  liiiids  iissi^iiril 
to  the  head  of  tlu*  ffiinily  ot'  \vl:icli  tlu'V  ai-c  iiiciiiltcrs."' 

'Pliis  Ofdi-r-iM-Cniuicil  may  !)(>  styled  tlic  (loyalists'  eliartei'. 

The  wai-  of  lS|i'-|5  one,,  more  l)roui,dit  the  Tiiited  Eiiii»ire 
Loyah"sts  to  the  front.  They  and  their  sons  were  the  l)aekhoiie  uf 
the  rpjier  Canadian  army.  It  may  also  he  saiil  that  even  to  (lav 
the  descendants  of  the  old  Fioyalists  take  to  the  militia  naturally. 
Loi-enzo  Sal)ine  and  K^(•l•ton  liyerson  haxc  written  works  whieli 
reeoi'd  tiie  griefs,  tlie  sulTei'ini^s,  the  iiohle  dexotion  to  principle  and 
to  the  Kmpiri' of  the  Loyalists,  so  that  when  the  centennial  of  their 
niiifi'ation  approached,  many  of  their  descendants  were  lo  he  found 
an.xious  and  willing  to  do  their  mein(»ry  honor. 

On  Xox-emher  •2:'n'd,  1SS:{,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Canadian 
Institute  to  i-onsider  the  steps  necessary  to  he  taken  to  celehrate  the 
centenary.  There  were  ])resent  Dr.  CannilV,  Lieut. -Col.  (Jeoi'^e  T. 
iJenison,  Messrs.  \V.  A.  Foster,  D.  15.  Head  and  C.  E<;erton  Hyerson, 
Di".  K.  W.  Sprao^e,  Di-.  (J.  Sterliiiii  liyerson  and  Rev.  Dr.  W'ithrow. 
The  m(H'ting  resolved  on  the  centenary  celehratictn  of  1H8;,  which 
was  successfully  cai'ried  out  at  Adolphustown,  June  IGth  to  ISth; 
Tt)ront(j,  .July  ."ii'd,  and  Nia,<,'ara,  Auijust  14th,  (;f  that  year.  A  sui,^- 
gestion  for  jx-rmanent  organization  was  I'ejected.  On  Octoher  1st, 
1894.  Di'.  (i.  S.  I^ivei'son  proj)osed  in  the  columns  of  the  Empire  to 
reA'ive  \\\v  Association,  hut  for  \arious  reasons  the  idea  was  not 
carried  into  ellect. 

On  Fehruary  I'Sth,  lSi)(>,  a  meeting  called  by  Mr.  Wm.  Hamilt(»n 
Merritt  and  others,  was  held  at  the  Caiuulian  Institute.  Mi".  A. 
McLean  ilowai'd  was  ai)pointe(l  Chaii'inan,  and  Mr.  Merritt,  Secretary 
pro  tern.  The  following  connnittee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  constitu- 
tion, and  I'eport  at  a  subseipient  meeting:  .Mr.  A.  McLea,n  Howard, 
:\li-.  W.  11.  Merritt.  Mrs.  Hicks,  Miss  Merritt,  Mr.  S.  C.  IJiggs, 
Lieut. -Col.  (;eoig(>  A.  Shaw,  Mr.  C.  Kgerton  liyerson  and  Dr.  (i.  S. 
Kyerson. 

At  the  tii'st  general  meeting  of  th(>  reoiganized  United  FiUipire 
Loyalist  Association,  held  at  the  same  place  on  May  11th,  ISIXI,  the 
Hon.  John  Beverley  Kobinson  was  unanimously  elected  President, 
and  Mr.  William  Hamilton  Meri-itt,  Secretary  A  constitution  and 
by  laws  which  had  been  draAvn  u[»  by  the  special  connnittee  wei'e  read 
and  approved. 

Much  was  e.vpected  from  Mr.  liobinson  in  this  })ositio?i,  as  it  was 
known  that  he  was  well  versed  in  the  early  history  of  this  country, 
and  that  he  took  a  keen  interest  in  e\erything  connected  therewith, 
also  on  account  of  In's  gr(Vit  ability  and  long  experience  in  public  life.
